Festival will have a bigger bang this year 


Poised on the threshold of yet 
another fun-filled Jordan Valley Free- 
dom Festival, the JVFF board and the 
rest of the East Jordan Community 
is anticipating one of the best festi- 
vals in history. 

This year’s festival, June 26-29, 
will feature one of the largest parades 
ever with over 100 entries and more 
bands than ever before. The festival 
will see the inaugural “Runt Regatta” 
for 16' and under sailing vessels as 
well as the return of many long time 
favorites including the Community 
Block Party, a daily carnival with 
rides provided by Amold’s Amuse- 
ment, the Firemen’s Waterball,and 
Music of all varieties topped off with 
a huge fireworks display on Satur- 


day night. 

Just last week JVFF received 
word they would once again receive 
an anonymous donation of $3,000 for 
the festival fireworks. That amount 
added to the $7,000 the board plans 
to raise will bring the total once again 
to $10,000 worth of pyrotechnics to 
light up the skies. 

This year’s display promises to 
be the largest yet. The fireworks will 
again be provided by Fireworks 
North Inc., a non-profit corporation 
for the lawful display for fireworks. 
Richard Davis, Fireworks North 
president recently announced that 
this year's show will be bigger be- 
cause it will include several 16-inch 
diameter shells which are the largest 


Tot lot makes play 


time safe, 


As most any parent knows, 
young children can be quite a 
handful at times. Because of this, 
parents often times find it difficult 
to relax when visiting a public 
beach or park. 

East Jordan's Carole Huckle 
found this out first hand when she, 
her husband Roger, and their two 
children Cassie, 2 and Connor, 3 
moved into a trailer at the East Jor- 
dan Tourist Park in April when 
Roger took a job as the park’s 
manager, 

It wasn’t long before Carole 
noticed that while the park has 
slides and swings and other play- 
ground equipment down on the 
beach, there wasn’t really a place 
for younger children to play. 

“Quite honestly, I got the idea 
because of my own kids,” Carole 
said. “When I took them out to 
play I couldn't really relax be- 
cause I didn’t feel that there was 
really a safe place for kids of that 
age to play outside without me 
watching over them every sec- 
ond.” 

So, in mid-May Carole dis- 
cussed the matter with city admin- 
istrator David White. White gave

her permission to create a fenced 
in “tot-lot” targeted at children 
from ages six months to eight 
years old. White told her that the 
city could even provide chain-link 
fencing for around the lot; but due 
to budgetary constraints. she 
would have to find a donor for the 
equipment. White suggested con- 
tacting the Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation for a 
grant. 

Carole immediately went to 
work writing a grant proposal. 
Around the first of the month the 
foundation notified her that it had 
approved a $1,000 grant for the 
purchase of play pieces. 

Carole and Roger brought the 
first of the plastic play pieces 
home from Traverse City last 
week, Right now the tot lot has 
about six pieces, one of which was 
donated by Dick and Jane’s Day 
Care in East Jordan. 

“This way we have a fenced 
in play area away from the water 
where moms and dads can bring 
the kids to play,” Carole said. 

Two more play pieces, some 
benches and the fencing is yet to 

come at the tot-lot within the next 


practical shell in the world. 

The bigger show was made pos- 
sible, in part, due to a short term in- 
terest free loan from CB North. 

So, how much bigger will the 
show be as a result of the 16-inch 
shells. 

Davis said, “‘It’1l be so big we’ ll 
have to get permits from Wisconsin.” 

The fireworks display will take 
to the skies over Lake Charlevoix at 
dark on Saturday from the East Jor- 
dan Iron Works side of the lake. 

In the unlikely event of rain, the 
fireworks show will take place on 
Sunday. But JVFF president Carol 
Galmore has promised good weather 
for the festival. 

‘We sent away for good weather 


back in February. We just won’t let it 
rain,” she joked. 

So what makes the JVFF sucha 
success year after year? Galmore, 
who is in her second year as JVFF 
president, cited the festival board for 
its team spirit and the community for 
its support as the two central factors. 

“Often festival committees have 
some members who drag their feet, 
but not this group. Everyone was 
willing to do their part to get the job 
done.” she said. 

“But then what do you expect in 
a town as friendly as East Jordan,” 
She continued. “The residents, ser- 
vice clubs, the city staff and area 
businesses have all been a big part 
of the festival’s success.”

Cihak appointed to city commission

Right from the start, it was any- 
thing but business as usual at the East 
Jordan City Commission meeting last 
Tuesday. ; 

The first item on the regular 
meeting agenda was the appointment 
of someone to fill the commission 
seat vacancy created when Lyle 
Etcher resigned earlier this month. 

As is it has done in the past, the 
appointment committee recom- 
mended the next highest vote getter 
in the most recent commission elec- 
tion, in this case, Jerry Cihak, How- 
ever, when Mayor Peck asked for a 
motion to make the appointment, 
Commissioner Ruth Gee’s motion 
was met with silence. Neither of the 
other two commissioners in atten- 
dance, Ron Klooster or Jeneatte 
Norton, would offer support to Gee’s 
motion. Both commissioners Brian 
Sweet and Greg Chappiues were ab- 
sent and, as mayor, Peck does not 
offer motions. 

Norton then offered a motion to 
table the issue until all commission 
members were present. 

“JT just don’t feel comfortable 
voting on this without all commis- 
sion members here,” Norton said.

The commission only needs to 
have four members present to pass 
measures. 

Later in the meeting city attor- 
ney Scott Beatty pointed out to the 
commission that the city charter re- 
quires that, in the event of a com- 
mission vacancy, the commission 
must appoint someone to fill that seat 
within 30 days or a special election 
must be held. 

A quick check of the calendar 
revealed that the next meeting would 
only be 28 days after Etcher’s resig- 
nation. 

Peck took the opportunity to ex- 
press his concern over the situation. 

"I don’t see why we can’t get a 
motion and support on this, espe- 
cially when two members of the ap- 
pointment committee are sitting here 
with us tonight. I don’t think we 
should wait until the next meeting,” 
Peck said. 

Gee, Norton and Chappiues all 
serve on the appointment committee. 

On a suggestion from Peck, the 
commission called a special meeting 
for the following night to resolve the 
matter. 

Later, during the 
commissioner's comments portion 
of the agenda, Chappuies, who had 


arrived half-way through the meet- 
ing, again went back to the appoint- 
ment issue saying, “I don’t see why 
we have to waste our time and the 
taxpayers’ money with another meet- 
ing tomorrow when we can take care 
of it right now.” 

Beatty explained that in order for 
the matter to be un-tabled, the per- 
son offering the motion to table the 
issue would have to offer the motion 
to un-table it. 

The special meeting the follow- 
ing evening was brief. In fact, the 
meeting lasted less than 10 minutes. 
A short debate over the appointment 
committee’s recommendation pro- 
cess preceded Cihak’s unanimous ap- 
pointment to the commission. Cihak 
was not in attendance. 

Before the meeting adjourned 
resident Mike Burr told the commis- 
sion, “I don’t see why you couldn't 
have done this last night rather than 
waste the taxpayers’ money.” 

Burr was referring to the fact that 
commissioners are paid $30 per 
meeting which means that 
Wednesday’s meeting cost the City 
of East Jordan an additional $180. 
Klooster responded saying, “We felt 
that the matter should be voted on by 
all of the commissioners.” Cihak, an 


engineer for the East Jordan Iron 
Works, brings with him previous city 
commission experience. He was ap- 
pointed to the commission in August 
1993 and then was defeated by Sweet 
in the election later that year. He also 
currently serves on the planning com- 
mission 

Cihak will serve out the remain- 
der of Etcher’s term which will be 
up for re-election in November of 
1999, 

In other business Tuesday night, 
the commission heard a report from 
city administrator David White that 
the city has been denied the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Re- 
sources Trust Fund Grant to fund 
improvements at Boswell Field, 

The commission approved the 
$1.43 million master plan for im- 
provements at the facility in March 
and was hoping to receive the DNR 
grant to begin the first phase of the 
work. At the time the pJan was ap- 
proved, it was noted acon take 
five years or longer fér the plan to be 
implemented, depending on funds 
availability. 

The DNR said that it denied the 
request because the project does not 
involve a major city recreation 
project or a trailway. 


The city may re-apply for the 
money in September. White said in 
addition to re-applying for the grant, 
he would contact the city’s state leg- 
islators to determine what can be 
done at that level. 

The commission also approved 
the lease of a new fire truck at a cost 
of $467,848. White said it will be 
about a year before the city will take 
delivery of the vehicle. The truck will 
be a low profile mini-pumper tower 
which will replace a 1965 pumper. 
The city will put down about 
$117,000 on the new fire truck and 
will make payments of about $61,000 
over seven years. The fire department 
chose this particular design because 
it will not require any modification 
to the fire hall. 

Fire Chief Glen Thorman said 
the truck’s 70-foot aerial apparatus 
would be an invaluable tool in fight- 
ing a variety of fires. According to 
White, the truck has an expected life 
span of 20 years, but he expects the 
truck to last longer than that. 

As it passed the measure, the 
commission reminded the depart- 
ment that, due to the cost of the new 
truck, it will be a while before it will 
approve any new vehicle purchases 
for them.

TO THE EDITOR: 


In his ongoing quest to drill a natural gas well in 
the pristine Jordan River State Forest, Elmira specula- 
tor, Walter Zaremba, has once again sought a means by 
which to manipulate the law and. the will of the people 
of the State of Michigan, as well as desecrate one of 
nature’s last best places. 


Through his attorney, Peter Zirmhelt of Traverse- 


City, Zaremba has now applied to the State’s Public 
Service Commission for surrogate authority to dig a 
pipeline through the heart of the 22,000 acre, public- 
owned Jordan Valley Management Area. In so doing, 
Zaremba hopes to usurp other state regulatory agen- 
cies’ authority in order to circumvent the repeated re- 
jections of his drilling attempts by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Antrim County, and the Department 
of Environmental Quality. 
_ For this new maneuver to prevail, Zaremba must 
acquire from the PSC an “Act 9 Certification” declar- 
ing his personal pipeline a “common carrier.” Under 
this definition, the PSC must condemn OUR public land, 
despite the DNR’s objections, and, under the power of 
eminent domain, declare the realization of Zaremba’s 
personal profits to be paramount to the public’s best 
interests. 

Under Michigan’s Compiled Laws Annotated, Title 
22, Section 22.1312, case notes. from Michigan Con- 
solidated Gas Co. v Sohio Petroleum Co. (1948) 321 
Mich. 102, 32 NW 353, state, “Right of eminent do- 
main, under this section, cannot be conferred upon op- 
erator engaged in purely private enterprise, such as cor- 
poration engaged solely in producing natural gas from 
its own wells and piping, transporting and selling it to 
single contract purchaser.” 


. Clearly, Zaremba’s personal well and single pipe- ; 


line do not qualify as a “common carrier” nor do they 
supersede the public’s best interests as required for con- 
demnation of public land. Nevertheless, on Tuesday, 
July 15, in Lansing, the PSC will conduct a pre-hear- 
ing conference whereby a governor-appointed Admin- 
istrative Law Judge will review the positions of all in- 
terested parties in order to establish a schedule and pro- 
cedure for a forth-coming “Contested Case Hearing.’ 

Once again, the Friends of the Jordan, in collabo- 
ration with our beholden partner, the Michigan Land 
Use Institute, must forcefully answer this threat. We 
cannot do it alone. We are thetefore compelled to mo- 
bilize our memberships, inform our constituents, no- 
tify the media, and solicit funds for legal expenses. We 
cannot afford to be complacent. If we lose here, we 
lose it all. 

Solemnly we must once again call upon ail of you 
concerned enough to voice your opposition to this con- 
flagration. The Jordan is too precious a jewel to be lost 
to one man's greed. Further, the barriers established by 
the Jordan Valley Management Plan, once broken, will 
never be redeemed. 

Help us hold the line, for always.

A day picnicking 
brings worries — 
about the future

On June 10th [ attended the picnic for the Boyne 
City Middle School sixth grade. I was thinking back to 
my own school picnics and how much fun they were. 

What I witnessed disgusted me and I realized that 
other parents must not know what goes on at this school. 
I am compelled to think that the teachers are so numb 
to what they see and hear that it no longer fazes them. I 
would hate to think that they no longer care. 

I heard every curse word imaginable and the chil- 
dren called each other names like dork, retard, moron, 
and loser with no second thoughts. Never once did any- 
One point out that name calling is wrong. Perhaps this 
is anew way of showing friendship and I am unaware. 

Obviously there is no dress code as the kids were 
dressed in pants hanging so low their underwear were 
showing (and I mean all of their underwear).Some of 
the girls had on extremely short shorts, which to me is 
inappropriate dress for any young lady. 

The thing that appalled me the most, though, was 
the treatment of a special needs child. He didn’t par- 
ticipate very much and spent a lot of time under the 
bleachers looking for fossils. First there were two boys 
who were tossing pebbles at him. He was sitting on 
some stairs and one of the boys snuck under to untie 
his shoes while his buddy laughed in amusement. Then 
they attempted to untie the other shoe but I gave them a 
dirty look and they walked away. 

I tied the boy’s shoe for him because he wasn’t 
aware thal they were untied and the realization that he 
could have tripped on the steps made me feel sick. Were 
the boys who were bothering him aware that he could 
have been seriously hurt? Did they even care? 

Within minutes of the boys’ departure, some girls 
came over to take a turn at teasing. The ah one called 
his name. 

“What?” he answered. 

‘Are you a loser?” she asked. 

“No,” he replied. 

“Yes you are, You are a big loser! Loser, loser, 
loser!” she chanted with a big smile on her face. 

He argued with her and then I asked her why she 
was doing that. She informed me in a snotty voice that 
she was just joking and after I pointed out that it wasn’t 
funny she huffed away to tell her friends. 

A few minutes later another girl came up and was 
putting her feet where he was looking for fossils. When 
he accidently touched her leg she started screaming at 
him that he was a stupid geek anda retard. 

Oh, and did I mention the girl who was in tears 
because this boy put his mouth on the drinking foun- 
tain? Or the boy who went around warning people not 
to drink out of it, as if now it were carrying the plague? 

The saddest thing was that not one teacher out there 
defended him or came to his aid. It was my understand- 
ing that our schools provided aides for the special needs 
children, but I didn’t see one. Finally, I couldn’t take 
anymore and I went to inform the teachers. When I 
pointed out the things going on one of the teachers re- 
marked “it isn’t as if we don't do anything!” 

If I hadn’t pointed it out, would 
they have known? When I asked some of the students 
if this boy was picked ona lot, they said he is picked on 
all the time. If the children see this why can’t the teach- 
ers? J just don’t buy the ‘we were not aware” story. 
The abuse dished out to this child was too obvious. 

In looking over the school rufes in the agendas 
handed out at the beginning of the year, all of the be- 


" haviors I witnessed were forbidden including the cloth- 


ing. The students are being taught that rules are made 
to be broken since they receive no disciplinary action 
when the rules are not followed. Where are we headed 
when we can accept open disrespect, vulgarity, and a 
lack of morals in our children? 

What does that say for us-as parents, as acommu- 
nity? Just being able to state that the schools have rules 
isn’t enough. Those rules need to be followed. I' don’t 
know about you but I am not sending my child to school 
to learn how to swear, call riames, be distespectful, and 
have a total lack of-regard for rules, 

It is said that these children are our firs, ‘After

Monday Study Club. 


The final meeting of the 1996- 
97 year was held at The Landing res- 
taurant in Ironton. There were 20 
members, plus guest Jessie Willson, 
present who enjoyed the ride on the 
Ironton ferry and then lunch. After 
lunch the program was given by 
Lucille Dolwick, who researched in- 
formation from County of 
Charlevoix records going back to 
1881 and up through 1988. 

In the year 1881 a petition ask- 
ing for a ferry across the south arm 
of Pine Lake was read and referred 
to the committee on roads and 
bridges. By October of 1883 a license 
was granted by the Board of Super- 
visors to Henry E. Sheldon to estab- 
lish, operate and maintain a ferry and 
tates were established as follows: 

Double teams-30¢; single 
teams-20¢; beasts-10¢, except sheep. 
Sheep will be 10¢ up to six, over six 
5¢; footman: 5¢,,without beasts; 
thrashing machine and articles of 
such nature-$1.00. ° 

The hours will be each week day 
from 6 a.m.-7 p.m. When the Pine 
Lake furnace is running the time will 
start at 5:30 p.m.-6 a.m., and Sunday 
8 a.m.-10 p.m. If ferry runs at any 
other hours, collect twice the rates. 

In 1899 action was taken to con- 
vert the ferry from the slow hand 
power operation to a gasoline engine 
with a muffler, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $225. 

The County of Charlevoix as- 
sumed full charge and control of the 
ferry in January of 1911. They soon 
found the ferry to be in a decomposed 
and unsafe condition, resulting in 

major repair and replacement costs. 
' On Jan. 8, 1913, Samuel 


Alexander entered into a contract to . 


operate the ferry at a cost of $65 
monthly. An increase in rates came 
about Jan. 2, 1917 to 25¢ for each 
foot passenger and 25¢ for each ve- 
hicle. 

From 1917 through 1930 de- 
bates were exchanged a number of 
times as to whether to charge a toll 
to cross or not to charge any toll. In 
1926 at a time when no toll was be- 
ing charged, the matter came up once 
again to charge a toll. 

The surrounding communities 
were so up.in arms regarding this 
matter, that a telegram was received 
from the Boyne City Chamber of 
Commerce, signed by the president, 
J. H. Parker. It stated that the Boyne 
City Chamber of Commerce repre- 
sented 62 percent of the heaviest tax- 
payers in Boyne City, who positively 
protested against levying a toll on 
travelers crossing the [ronton ferry, 
as it would be against the best eco- 
nomic development and business in- 
terests concerned. 

_ In 1948 there were 66,475 ve-

Cool under pressure 


Talon Kenney has a good aim with bow

Eight year-old Talon Kenney doesn’t quiver under pressure — at least 
not when he’s shooting his bow in a competition. 

In March, Talon, the son of Tim and Julie Kenney of Wilson Township, 
competed in a national 3-D video archery shooting tournament. He placed
